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DETAILED ACTION 

CONTINUED EXAMINATION UNDER 37 CFR 1.114 AFTER FINAL REJECTION

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record either singularly or in combination teach or suggest a method for 
producing cobalt-protein complex comprising the concentration of the Co 2+ ions is not 
less than 2.5 mM and not more than 5.0 mM, the pH of the solution is adjusted to be not 
less than 8.0 and not more than 8.8 when the concentration of the Co 2+ ions is not less 
than 2.5 mM and not more than 3.5 mM, the pH of the solution is adjusted to be not less 
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than 8.0 and not more than 8.4 when the concentration of the Co 2+ ions is more than 3.5 
mM and not more than 4.0 mM, and the pH of the solution is adjusted to be not less 
than 8.0 and not more than 8.2 when the concentration of the Co 2+ ions is more than 4.0 
mM and not more than 5.0 mM as currently amended in independent claim 1 .
